BULLETIN 


GUAM, Saturday, June 9 (UP). 
—Japanese air forces made nu- 
merous attacks on U. S. shipping 
off Okinawa Wednesday and 
Thursday, damaging two small 
American ships but losing at least 
67 planes. 

GUAM, Saturday, June 9 (UP).— 
American tanks and infantry have 
split the Japanese on southern Oki- 
nawa into three pockets in the drive 
to end organized enemy resistance 
on the island, it was reported today. 


A front dispatch said that Maj. 
Gen. Archibald V. Arnold's Seventh 
Division troops took Gushichan, 
southeastern anchor of the enemy’s 
Yaeju-Dake cliff defenses running 
across the island to Itoman on the 
west coast. 

In the center of the line, in- 
fantry patrols seized the village of 
Shindawaku, three miles northwest 
of Gushichan and less than 2% 
miles northeast of Itoman. 

Troops of the 17th Regiment of 
the 196th Division scaled the Yaeju- 
Dake escarpment, and ther were 
forced back by heavy Japanese fire. 


Further north, however, they sent 
patrols 900 yards beyond Shinda- 
waku, climbing into high ground 
against stiff enemy fire. ~ =e 

American infantry on Luzon have 
advanced another seven miles on 
the road into the Cagayan Valley, 
Japanese-held area and captured 
the town of Bayombong, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur announced to- 
day. 

Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, visiting 
the northern Luzon fighting fronts 
during his recent trip to the Philip- 
pines, said that difficult terrain and 
fighting conditions on Luzon were 
equal to those in Burma. 

Japanese broadcasts, raising the 
possibility that Adm. William F. 
Halsey’s Third Fleet carrier task 
forces again were on the rampage 
in the Pacific, said that about 200 
carrier-based warplanes attacked 
Japanese suicide plane bases in 
Southern Kyushu today.
